Giv en Special Attentio n 


Keeping u p the appearance of a 
wool garm ent helps to 
prolong 
its life. 
Bru sh 
wool 
coats 
and 
dresses 
thorou ghly 
after 
each 
wearing. Hang garments on hang­ 
ers as soon as y ou take them off. 
If y ou can, allow a garment to 
hang a few day s after one or two 
day s of wear. Su ch a rest lets the 
wool spring back in place and re­ 
du ces 
the 
amou nt 
of 
pressing 
needed. 
Hang wool clothing ou t to su n 
and 
air 
occasionally . 
Su n 
kills 
moths as well as their eggs and 
larv ae. Ordinary dry cleaning and 
washing garments in neu tral soap 
will also kill the moths.
